DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant refers to an affidavit or declaration filed in the parent application. 
Affidavits or declarations, such as those submitted under 37 CFR 1.131 and 37 
CFR 1.132, filed during the prosecution of the parent application do not automatically 
become a part of this application.

16 of previous submitted). Currently Amended claim 12 directs to a different species 
other than the species as originally claimed.
